Total Cost of Ten Miles of Grade to
Wilderville Will Be Approxim.
ately 832,000

The grade on the municipal rall-
road will be completed to Wilder-
ville by Saturday night. The entlre
roadway will then be ready for the
ties and ralls for the first ten-mile
unit, and as soon 4s the funds are
avallable from the bond sale the road
can be completed that
further delay. Mr. Keeler, repre-
genting the buyers of the bonds,

The work done by the city to bring
the grade on the first unit 1o cotu-
pletion will show an expenditure of
approximately $82,000, the state-
ment preparedq by the engineer on
the first of December totaling $29,-
639 to that date, with a probable
$2,600 for the present month, The
culverts are now all in place, 53
having been laid in the ten miles at
a cost of $1,983.65. These culverts
are of cement tile of home manu-
facture, and are from six inches to
36 inches in diameter. The bills for
the clearing and grading of the ten
miles amounted to $23,769.35, con-
sldered n most reasonable figure in
vlew of the yardage of dirt moved.

ough inspection of the orchards of
the Third District for fire blight, an.
thracuose and San Jose scale, which
huve been so serious In the Rogue
River vallay the past year. [t makes
It much easler for the Inspector when
the frult growers co-operate with
him, It s to the Interest of
the growers to co-operate, as It 1s
( thelr money investments we seek to
protéct. However, the law is drastle
enough to force this co-operation If
It does not come willingly, as only
with a painstaking co-operation and
| obodlence of the orders on the part
jof the growers can we hope to era-
dicate the blight, which If left alone
will destroy every orchard in Jose-
phine county. You are hereby lo-
structed and required to make a very
thorough Inspection of the orchards
| for blight, and will be governed fn
that inspection as per the following
detalls:

In golng Into an orchard you will
make o tree to tres Inspection. When
n tree is found diseased with fire
blight germs you will have with you
some cheap mwaterial, red In color,
ang If the tree can be saveg by cute
ting out the disersed garms you will
tle n red flag to the tree, so that the
owner can readily find it. If you
find a tree 80 badly diseased that
there would be rigk In cutting out tha
germa you will tle two red flags to
such a tree, and the owner will be
required under the law to cut It
lown and burn,

After von make an Inspection, and
have flagged the trees you may find
disensed with blight germs, If you
can obtaln the deseription by legal
sub-divisionk of the land on which
the orehard stands from the owner
or tenant of tha land where you find
the diseased tree, well and good, but
if this description oannot be had
from the owner, go to the nssessor's
office and obtaln this deacription, and
Incorporate this deseription In the
blank Notlee of Disinfection [ en-
cloge vou.

From the best legal advice we oan
obtain this notice under tha law is
sufficlent to glve us legal jurladiction
to prosecuts any grower on whom It
may be served for non-complinnes
of {te praovisions

The method and remedy prescribad
